"Tula ne  was  yesterday  sus- 
pended from  the  Southern  Inter? 
collegiate  Athletic  Association 
for  a  period  of  one  year,  for  the 
repealed  repudiation  of  the  eligi- 
bility  clause  in  the  association's 
constitution  relative  to  players 
on  ./teams.  The  decision  is  the 
result  of  several  misunderstand- 
ings and  squabbles  between  Tu- 
lane  and  Louisiana  State  Univer- 
sity, and  between  Tulane  and 
the  Alabama  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute at  Auburn,  Alabama." 

Professionalism  ought  to  be 
dealt  with  severely,  wherever  it 
is  found,  because  it  sets  at 
naught  the  very  highest  purpose 
for  which  athletics  are  maintain- 
ed. "The  unanimous  resolve"  of 
the  association  seems  to  indicate 
that  there  was  conclusive  evi- 
dence presented  against  Tulane.
